DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims are allowable 
over the prior art of record since the cited references taken individually or in combination fails to 
particularly discloses a method for determining thresholds for evaluating handovers in a wireless 
communication network, the method comprising determining a first quality level of a first digital 
duplexing type based on the threshold value for intra-system handover of the first digital 
duplexing type; determining a second quality level of a second digital duplexing type based on 
the coverage report from a plurality of multi-mode wireless transmit/receive units (WTRUs); 
comparing the quality levels to determine whether to handover from the first digital duplexing 
type to the second duplexing type; initiating a handover from the first duplexing type to the 
second duplexing type if the first quality level is below a first threshold and the second quality 
level is above a second threshold.
